The Cen- 
tral Commiteee has voted in favor of 
Brother Buzz-saw, alias Smooth Eph- 
raim. 


THE Louisiana compromise measures, 


between the thieves and murderers of 
that interesting bailiwick, are gradually 
coming to hand, but we still have our 
doubts as to a satisfactory result. The 
following item is another link in the 
chain of operations.

The Herald is the great leader of the 


anti-Administration hounds. It is the 
grand laughing hyena of the pack, and 
«o much of a jackal as to greed for coin, 
that it would rob the cradle and the 
grave—the living and the dead, the wid- 
ows and orphans of ths metropolis. The 
tax-payers of New York had a thousand 
times better friend in Boss Tweed alone. 


THE fixing of the levy of taxes for city 


purposes, at the same figure as last year 
—9Q cents on the $100—will sutiiee to 
straighten the financial situation out to 
a very healthy conclusion; will provide 
for the payment of interest falling elite, 
and leave enough to materially strength- 
en the fire department throughout the city 
limits. At present, the general condi- 
tion of the finances is good, bnt there is 
no money to pay for all tho hydrants de- 
manded, to say nothing of other fire ap- 
pliances. 
At the rate building is going 


on, West Oakland will rightly demand a 
fcteamor a year heuco. The proposed 
assessment for 1875-0 will furnish the 
means for this, providing there be no 
bad management iu the meantime. 


BPACI/DIXG is swinging round the circle 


again—first, his buzz-saw business in 
San Francisco: then bis political and 
Bleeping avocations iu Oakland; then to 
his extreme rural retreat in llontorey. 
The last seen of hirn he was buzxing a 
leading member of the Committee on the 
sidewalk for several hours. It recalls 
his tactics of a year ago. When these 
three—the hitchiiig-po»t, tho Council- 
man and the Committeeman—v.itt meet 
again. tlie,eve of Convention or election 
•will probably tell. Had ho the grace of 
a salamander, lie would have bauled off 
for repairs years ago; but those large 
Habby paws once iu the city exchequer, 
cither for self or friends, and nil the 
strength of a yoke of oxen that lie once 
drove "way down in Maine,'' is required 
to separate this leach from the object of 
its love. It is rough on a city of :iO,000 
inhabitants, boasting of their intelli- 
gence, to never have done with this sort 
oi rule. Had last election not thrust 
sonic thoroughly reliable men into tin 
Council, the city v.'onld now be at the 
mercy of Dennis Jordan on the subject 
of a main sewer. The Chairman of the 
Ordinance and Judiciary Committee 
possesses fi clever degree of low, selfish 
fanning; this is the extent of his states 
raauship, It may servo to pack a caucus 
or convention, but is too nmch to ex- 
pect the people to forever support. 


A ftOTSTIOW OF DELIVERY. 


That the present Kepublienu Central 


Committee jjave sojj out their s.iered 
tiiist to the professional political schem- 
ers of the city, there is no longer the* 
lightest question of doubt; the ques- 
tion that is yet unsettled, is whether 
they can deliver the goods. The com- 
mittee met lust night somewhere—met 
by chance, perhaps the usual way—ami 
a-i one member ot it informs iis, " they 
looked at each other for awhile, and tlieu 
adjourned to meet again on Saturday 
m'f'ht." He farther said that it was set- 
tled that the committee would not call a 
primary, but would choose delegates to 
a convention themselves. It is a wonder 
they did not decide to nually elect the 
ticket that they are instructed to choose 
delegates to put in nomination. The 
iadividual members may still conclude 
that they have power sufficient in them- 
selves, and behind the throne, to cam- 
out even this view of the case. 


It only remains to be seen whether 


the honest Republicans young and old, 
can be sold out this way body and soul, 
without so much " as by your leave." 
The trouble with the work of last spring, 
is that it was all done in the escitenwnt. 
and the loop-holes were left unguarded; 
it is altogether a clear ease of marrying iu 
haste and repenting at leisure. 
They 


thwarted an attempt to sell out the 
party—*n effort so outrageous, that in 
their impulse'of resistance and joy over 
their glorious victory, the future was 
completely overlooked. 
A committee 


was selected of such material that 
Smooth Ephrairn Spaulding and his few 
remaining admirers have used as so 
much potter's clay; a committee that at 
least two-thirds of the members off which 
are pronounced and persistent place- 
hunters. With such broken crockery the 
honest Bepnblicans and the tax-payers 
generally are expected to continue the 
work of house-keeping, . 


In brief, then, the Republican Cen- 


tral Committee are resolved not to give 
the people the slightest show in the con- 
vention. A ticket from head to tail is 
already decided upon for their action, 
and all they have left to do is to meet 
and formally ratify the selection of dele- 
gates made by the prevailing dark-lan- 
tern process. This is now the exact 
status of local political affairs, so far as 
the Committ'.'e are the instruments to 
effect it.

It would seem that the people of the 


metropolis have the reservoirs of the 
Sierra Nevada itself at their feet, and if 
they would only "go down" to the bed- 
rock after the Williams plan, with one 
hundreth part ns much euergy as tlie 
people of Washoe go for the "bonanza," 
the water question, would soon settle it- 
self. 


Tlie Central Pacific railroad people 


are busily at work on a great artesian 
scheme at West Oakland, or "the Point," 
and the result of their operations will 
be; looked for with, general interest. We 
believe they have over four thousand 
feet of pipe on the ground, and that it 
is their determination to keep at work 
until a sufficient supply of water for all 
their contemplated works shall be ob- 
tained. 
The first attempt to strike 


water in this way at tlie Point, was on 
so tririiiig a scale, that it is now no 
wonder that it failed. The foregoing 
paragraph does not state the depth of 
Williams' well, but there seems no 
;loubt as to the result—that it is ctui- 
ncntly satisfactory. 
It is not likely, 


however, that this \voil i.s anything to 
compare with tbe preparations of the 
railroad folhs. 


Nevada has hr.d the subject of artesian 


wells before her legislature^; have bc-ri- 
ously contomplatod subsidizing a scheme 
for tlie benefit of the agricultural inter- 
ests, and the present legislature of Ari- 
zona lias already voted f.j.UOO r.s .iu in- 
ducement to anyone w lio will obtain u atcr 
in tins w,iy at certain point-j ia the des- 
erts. 
Kow, if the States and Legisla- 


txircs will go to these lengths for the 
purpose of irrigating the broad i-inin«, it 
would seem like a reasonable thing /or n 
great cily to adopt measures of the same 
kind for obtaining \v«tev for ordinary 
household wants. There is a supcrinr 
quality of water in groat abundance ob- 
tained at a limited depth near the mil- 
road at East Oakland. Were this sort 
of supply more thoroughly sought in the 
vicinity of tho bay, She watdi- question 
might be greatly simplified.
